South Fla. Cattle 
Business To Rival 
Texas Says Bronson | 


Irlo Bronson, a member of the 
Florida House, from Osceola, 
and President of the Florida 
Cattlemen's Association, and the 
owner of large ranches in that 
territory, stated: “Florida is 
just entering the upper bracket 
of states known for the cattle 
they raise, and what it may 
lead to in the future, will be} 
our own making. With the 
Mexico ban continued, the states 
must -prepare their own :terri- 
tory for producing range or 
better type of cattle, to supply 
the feeder market reaching up| 
into the millions of head. There | 
are only two main locations, 
that of Texas and South Florida.

Dr. Hart, a retired dentist of 
Danbury, was driving outjfrom 
Lake Worth to Belle Glade, on 
a „business mission, when, the 
truck driven by Dexter, piled in 
on his vehichle, demolishing 
the car, inflicting fatal injuries

Decorticated ramie without 
degumming might be compared 
to a modern home laundry ma- 
chine without water available. 
Decortication, as a commer- 
cial venture, is commonly ac- 
cepted, with arguments in favor 
of several machines operating 
to date. The Newport organi- 
zation at Canal Point, with 
Jack Dempsey in charge, is the 
only substantial commercial 
venture producing green ramie 
stalks agriculturally for their 
own decorticating plant. While 
no one claims that the decorti- 
cation of ramie is perfected com- 
mercially, it is conceded that 
the present stage of knowledge 
makes it economically practical. 
Degumming has been accom- 
plished in the United States, as 
well as the near and far East 
and Europe. The quality of the 
fiber resulting, the cost of the 
operation and a dependable 
grading of degummed ramie 
have been a problem. 
Because of their experience 
attendant interest in ramie and 
their financial responsibility, it 
is news—great news to the 
Glades—that Newport and the 
U. S. Sugar Corporation, coop- 
eratively, are embarking on a 
degumming project for their 
own estimated annual produc-

Rarely do “field days” draw 
the crowds, nor do they cover 
a subject so thoroughly and in- 
terestingly as did the one -held © 
at the Experiment Station, — 
Thursday afternoon, when 
more than 300 persons from- 
Southeast Florida listened, 
copious notes and devote 
themselves to absorbing infor“ 
mation on Glades beef produc- 
tion, both current and the im 
mediate future. k 

A combination of professional J 
technicians and scientists com- 
bined with practical cattle men 
o discuss approvingly the 
“rarely suspected potentialities” 
of beef production in the Muck 
lands of Florida. 

Internationally recognized au- 
thorities joined national figures 
to bolster experiences and show- 
ings made from experiments at™ 
the local Station and by Glades 
cattlemen. 

R. W. Kidder gave the re- 
sults of carrying capacity and ~ 
beef production on various 
grasses with St. Augustine lead- — 
ing in number of years used 
and pounds of beef produced 
per year of 1084 and 1104 
pounds. Pangola was next 
with three years usage and a 
yearly average of 1143. Paris 
and Italian Rye used one year, 
showed an average of .1088 
poynds per year. 

As to minor elements added 
to pasturage Mr. Kidder said 
“The use of mineral mixtures 
provide the essential minerals 4 
for cattle in fertilized pastures 
grown on the muck soils of the 
Florida Everglades. The base 
mixtures is essentially half salt 
and half bone meal with three $ 
pounds of copper sulfate and | 
one ounce of copal carbons 
added per 100-pounds of mix- 
ture. Cobalt deficiency has not 
been demonstrated, and is used 
in the mixture as a precaution- J 
ary measure. 3

Dependent Children 
Are Problem To State 
Welfare Board 


With an unprecedented num- 
ber of Aid to Dependent Child- 
ren applitations continuing to 
be received, the State Welfare 
Board has found it nesessary to 
take immediate action changing 
its policies so that every re- 
source within the family group 
be used in order to stay within 
funds appropriated until the 
next session of the Legislature, | — 
the District No. 10 Welfare |- 
Board was advised by Mr, Em- 
met Safay, chairman. | 

It was further stated that the 
present high cost of living, 
which is having a disastrous ef- 
fect upon persons with limited 
or no income, is causing many 
families to seek assistance from 
the State Welfare Board as the 
only means- of providing the 
bare necessities of life. As a re- 
sult of the large number of ap- 
plications being approved for 
Aid to Dependent Children, 
more than 18,000 families would 
be placed on the rolls during 
the month of June. This is the 
maximum number which can be 
carried during the next fiscal 
year at the present average 
grant. “Under the circumstances 
the State Welfare Board found 
it necessary to either further 
restrict its eligibility require- 
ments relating to parental sup- 
port and care or withhold ap- 
proving any more applications ; 
regardless of need,” Mr. Safay 
stated. 

“The Board recognizes the 
fact that the present average 
grant will not meet one hundred 
per cent of the minimum need 
of Aid to Dependent Children 
families and for this reason first 
consideration should henceforth 
be given’ to families that have 
little or no available resources,” 
Mr. Safay concluded.

gathering swarms and hives 
over a wide area of the Glades. 
During war years sugar was 
scarce and rationed, and there 
was a great demand for sweet 
commodities, especially honey, 
which was bringingh high pric- 
es, and this induced Mr. Mark- 

ham to enter the field. 

Prior to last fall's hurricane 
he had around 1200 “scaps” of 
bees\ont in the fields, depleted 
one-half by the storm, from 
which he gathered large 
amounts of honey, graded ac- 
cording to what type of flower 
from which the bees were gath- 
ering the nectar. 

In the picture which illus- 
trates this story, Mr. Markham 
is shown in a new stunt for 
him, which it took several years 
to work up to attempting. Here 
his naked body is covered with 
more than 100,000 bees, not a 
one of which stung him or at- 
tempted to raise a bee insur- 
rection. He says he had to 
study the bees and coax them 
into’a certain mood, before he 
attempted his successful stunt, 
When he was ready to “shake” 
the bees, he gave a sudden 
twist, and they all fell off to 
the ground, and later were 
placed in hives. 

Mr. Markham states that a

The life of a common honey 
bee is around 90 days, that of a 
Queen bee around three years. 
A queen lays around approxi- 
mately 3,000 eggs a day during 
the Erooding season. A queen 
and a Drone mate only once 
and that in the air, and then 
the drone flys off and dies. 
The working bees of each hive, 
prepare a certain honey food, 
or bread, for the queen, another 
type for the building of the 
comb, and the feeding of baby 
bees. During their lives bees 
fly equivilent to twice around 
the world to produce one 
pound of honey. 

Without bees for plant fertil- 
zer polinization purposes 
there would be no flowers, 
fruits or vegetables. Within 5 
years time it would be impos- 
sible to grow food crops to sus- 
tain the earth’s population. 

The writer asked Mr. Mark- 
ham how it felt with bees on his 
naked body, and replied, “Rath- 


eight legs, attached to which 
are two sharp projections, that 
produce a very creepy condi- 
tion to the flesh, and make a 
little itching of the skin’ 
Stealing hives of bees is not 
an uncommon thing, and very 
frequently Mr. Markham finds 
thing s around his apairy, that 
indicate stealing has been done 
or attempted. Last week he 
found one location where sorne 
parties had placed a sheet over 
as “scrap” ready to remove, but 
had been attacked by the bees. 
In this location he picked up a 
collection of a sheet, a shirt, a 
pair of shoes, gloves, hat and 
head net and the grass was all 
tramped down, and a lane lead- 
ing off where the maruaders 


had been chased to their 
vehichles. 
Mr. Markham states that 


while he is not the official bee 
marr of the Glades, yet, if there 
are bee swarms, that if notified, 
he will come and remove them. 
Bees “swarm when a new 
queen is released from a hive. 
One of the sheriff candidates 
showed his bravery by placing 
his placard in one of his bee 
yards. Markham says “King 
Solomon, fed his wives on 
honey, and nectar”.
